SENATOR GUFFEY 
HEARS OPINION 


Court Holds Congress Ex­ 
ceeded Power; NKA De­ 
cision Cited 


(By A ssociated P ress) 
W ASHINGTON, May 18. — The 
New Deal lost today in the suprem e 
court in its contention th a t the 
G uffey soft coal act was consti­ 
tutional. 
In a trenchant decision, the court 
said Hie conclusion was unavoidable 
“th a t the prloe-fixing provisions of 
the (bitum inous) code are so re ­ 
lated to and dependent upon th e 
labor provisions as conditions, con­ 
siderations or compensations, as to 
m ake it clearly probable th at the 
form er being held bad. the latter 
would not have been passed. 
"The fall of the former < before 
the court >, therefore, carries down 
w ith it the latter. 
Price Fixing Disposed Of 
"The 
price-fixing 
provisions 
of 
the code are thus disposed of w ith­ 
out coining to the question of their 
constitutionality; 
but neither this 
disposition of the m atter, nor an y ­ 
thing we have said, is to b? taken 
as indicating th a t Ute court Is of 
opinion th at 
these 
provisions, 
if 
separately enacted, could be sus­ 
tained." 
T he six to three decision was de­ 
livered by Justice Sutherland before 
a crowded audience which included 
Senator Guffev (D., Pa.), co-author 
of the law with representative Sny­ 
der tD.. Pa.). 
Justices Cardozo, Brandies and 
Stone dissented. 
A separate opinion w;us delivered 
by Chief Justice Hughes, who con­ 
tended the act m ight be .sustained 
“in relation to the provisions for 
m arketing in in te s ta te .o m m u c e ” 
"The decisions of the courts be­ 
low, so far as they accomplish th at 
result, should be affirm ed,” he as­ 
serted.

CHURCH GIVES 


The Home Kitchen 


When the raspberry season comas 
along we hope that you will make 
use of this most delectable fruit and 
prepare some of the sweets for 
which we give recipes. 
An easily-made pudding calls for 
a buttered mold or basin lined with 
slices of sponge cake or well-but­ 
tered bread, cut thin. Put in some 
sweetened, stewed raspberries, then 
a layer of cake, alternating until 
full. Cover with a plate or weight 
to press the mixture down and leave 
to cool for an hour or so. Turn out 
into a glass dish and serve with 
cream. 
For a delicious raspberry dish 
stew one pound raspberries with 
two ounces of powdered sugar until 
soft Mix in one ounce of cornstarch, 
then let the mixture cook for three 
more minutes. Beat in the yolks of 
two eggs, one cup of milk and stir 
all together over the fire until the 
mixture begins to thicken. Line a 
pledtsh with short pastry and pour 
in mixture. Bake for 45 minutes in 
a moderate oven. 
Beat the egg 
whites into a stiff froth, add a little 
powdered sugar and spread over 
the lop. Put back in oven to set. 
Raspberry Foam Mold 
For raspberry foam mold, de­ 
licious with ice cream or a custard, 
stew a pound of fruit until tender 
in three-quarters of a pint of cold 
water. Strain, sweeten to taste and 
put in a clean pan to boil. Add two 
ounces cornstarch which has been 
mixed to a paste with cold water, 
also a little lemon juice and color-
